Death came to Alexander L.| \o::ers and to share in other ex- 


Seaman, employe of the Los An- 
geles Bureau of Power and 
Light, under a heavy tractor on 
a firebreak north of Twenty-fifth 
street, a half mile west of Moun- 
tain avenue, yesterday afternoon. 
The tractor, used in digging 
holes for the huge towers to car- 
ry the transmission lines, was 
being taken to the scene of the 
work after being repaired. 

Seaman was driving the ma- 
chine in zig-zag fashion going up 
the steep trail when one of the 
wheels of the heavy tractor 
struck a hard boulder and start- 
ed to tip. Seaman, an experienc- 
ed tractor driver and employed 
for 20 years as a tractor demon- 
strator, jumped from his seat. 
He didn’t jump far enough. Just 
as he hit the ground the tractor 
toppled over on him. He died 
instantly. 

Ted Phillips, residing cn Twen- 
ty-fifth street, saw the accident, 
which occurred on the firebreak 
just above his place. The trans- 
mission line route is about a 
quarter of a mile north of the 
Phillips home. 

After crushing Seaman on its 
first roll, the tractor plunged 50 
feet farther down the hill. 

The tractor had been used in 
digging many of the holes fcr 
the tower line from Hoover dam 
west. The machine is of the 
regular tractor type but has a 
hole digging device. It had been 
repaired and was being returned 
to the job when the fatal turn- 
over occurred. 

This death was the second for 
empleyes of the bureau in the 
construction work in this dis- 


trict. Several weeks ago, John 
B. Mayes of Los Angeles was 
killed near Etiwanda when a 


1% ton insulator fell on him. 

Others besides Phillips report- 
ed as seeing the accident yester- 
day are L. J. Eppich of Upland; 
L. H. Nealy, Fontana, and Ed- 
ward A. Cook, Cozy Dell, em- 
ployes of the bureau, who were 
near the machine when it top- 
pled over. 

Seaman was a former employe 
of the Cletrac Manufacturing Co. 
and for 20 years he had served 
as a tractor demonstrator. It is 
reported he received only a few 
days ago an offer from the trac- 
tor company to demonstrate its 
equipment on the Muscle Shoals

Schools, Prisons, Other State 
Institutions Require 
Huge Sum 





California’s parole board was{ Eddie Kirk, son of Mr. and Mf. ; 
defended and an explanation of: 


the huge expenditure by the state 
was given in an address by Ted 
Craig, speaker of the California 
assembly, at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club at the Red 
Hill Country club house yester- 
day noon. 

He also cited that government 
ig becoming further and further 


away from the people, with the | 


city passing on obligations to 
the county and the county pass- 
ing on what it can to the state 
and the “state trying to get ag 
much as possible out of the fed- 
eral government.” He _ strongly 
protested the efforts of those 


‘who would tax out of existence 


the corporations. He criticised 
the tendency to put the govern- 
ment in business. 

Concerning the parole board, 
Mr. Craig pointed out that 2200 
persons who have served time in 
one of the prisons are on parole. 

“Just as soon as one paroled 
man goes wrong, the whole sys- 
tem is declared wrong,” he de- 


clared in commending the parole : 


board for permitting hundreds 
of persons to try to start over. 

The extreme crowded _ condi- 
tions in the prisons, he pointed 
out, was one of the reasons for 
granting paroles quite freely. 

Maintenance of schools, the 
state prisons and other state in- 
stitutions require huge sums to 
make up the total expenditure, 
according to Mr. Craig, who re- 
sides at Brea. 

“It costs a lot to run the state 
because the state is obligated 
to pay a lot”, the speaker said 
and then discussed various phases 
of the expense items.

It costs $80,000,000 every year 


to pay the state’s share in the 
educational program, he said. 
In the state universities and 


teachers’ colleges are 22,000 stu- 
dents, according to Mr. Craig, 


, who also said that the state paid 


toward the maintenance of jun- 


:ior colleges and elementary and 


high schools cn the basis of ay- 
erage daily attendance. In gen- 
eral he commended the  educa- 
tional system and_= said _ that 
school boards in the 
districts are frequently more 
economical than the boards 
the metropolitan areas. 

In the state are six institutions 
to care for the ‘mentally sick”, 
with the number increasing ev- 
ery month, the speaker said and 
cffereqd the query as to “when is 
this condition going to stop?” 
These institutions cost 
$8,000,000 and $9,000,000 annual- 
ly, he said. 

He also pointed out that the 
state prisons cost a huge sum. 
Among other fixed charges is 
one annually for payment of 
principal and interest of $13,000,- 
000 on past bond issues, he said.
